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Mr#  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  an  annual  report  for  the  year  1961,  The 
request  for  this  vas  made  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/62  in  v/hich. 
there  is  reference  to  Regulations  5 (3)  and  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations  1959«  The  report  is  in  a form  which  meets  the 

requirenonts  of  the  Ministry  as  summarised  in  the  letter, 

« 

The  vital  statistics  were  satisfactory,  though  not  so  outstandingly 
good  as  in  the  past  twr;  years.  The  birth  rate  fell  by  1,9  to  17,3  per 
1,000,  though  the  rate  is  still  one  of  the  highest  in  the  County  of  Surrey, 

The  death  rate  rose  by  1.1  per  1,000,  mainly  due  to  increase  in  the 
mortality  caused  by  conditions  affecting  the  older  ago  -groups.  The  n-umber 
of  deaths  caused  by  circulatory  disorders  rose  by  14,  and  by  pneumonia 
and  bronchitis  6,  There  was  an  increase. of  9 deaths  by  violence  in  its 
various  forms,  the  cause  of  V7hich  are  analysed  in  the  report.  Cancer  of 
the  lung  accounted  for  6 of  the  increase  of  10  in  deaths  from  cancer r. 

There  was  a rise  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  from  the  very  lov/  levo;'!.vC 
which  has  prevailed  in  the  past  three  yearso  The  majority  of  infant  deaths 
were  the  result  of  congenital  defects  or  of  prematurity,  the  causes  c-f 
which  in  most  cases  are  not  fully  understood. 

With  regard  to  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  there  was  a 
largo  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  measles,  which  coincided 
with  a nation  wide  epidemic.  The  biennial  character  of  these  large 
outbreaks  of  this  disease  is  firmly  established  and  will  only  bo  influenced 
by  the  production  of  an  effective  and  safe  vaccine.  There  was  also  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  food  poisoning  mainly  due  to  an 
outbreak  affecting  a school  camp,  the  occupants  of  which  were  the  only 
persons  at  risk. 


There  is  a growing  consensus  of  opinion  that  cremation  is  the  most 
ss-tisfactory  method  of  disposal,  of  the  dead  and  there  are  good  reasons  for 
a public  health  authority  to  encourage  this.  Accordingly  the  Council 
agreed  to  the  appointment  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Medical 
B.eferoe  to  the  Randalls  Park  Crematorium,  Leatherhead,  . 

The  work  done  by  the  Public  Health  Department  in  relation  to  food 
and  housing  is  to  be  found  in  the  report  of  Mr.  E.A,  Atkinson,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspoctr;r,  He  has  dealt  with  many  other  matters  of  importance  and 
interest. 

Once  again  I wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  the 
conscientious  work  of  all  members  '.f  the  Public  Health  Department,  aud  the 
assistance  of  x^hich  I have  received  from,  the  Chief  Officers  cf  the  other 
departments  r,f  the  Council's  adninistratirm, 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council  and  po.rticularly  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Comnittoo  for  their  continued 
support  and  onr  Mira.gonont  during  the  year,

POPULATION 


A naoional  consus'  was  takon  in  April,  1961,  and  a preliminary 
report  by  the  Registrar  General  has  been  published.  This  shews  the 
populati  jU  of  tho  Dorking  and  Her  ley  Rural  District  to  be  31,698, 
representing  an  increase  of  5,866  on  the  1951  Consus  figures.  The 
interconsal  increase  was  equivalent  to  22,7%,  compared  with  5,3%  f'r 
England  Wales,  and  9,5%  for  tho  administrative  Cfliunty  of  Surrey, 

The  constitut-ion  of  the  total  population  i/as  15,293  males  and 
16,405  females.  The  figures  of  population  for  individual  parishes  are 
not  yet  aval Table » 

In  his  report-  the  Registrar  General  gave  a ron.inder  that  the 
population  on-unerated  at  the  Census  is  not  necessarily  identical  wi-ch 
tho  normal  residential  population*  His  department  has  prepared  an 
estimated  midyear  population  figure  for  1961  based  ■ n the  Census  results, 
with  duo  correction  for  this  ccntingoncy.  Accordingly  tne  figr.re  of 
31,610  has  boon  used  in  the  calculation  of  the  statistics  contained  in 
this  rop',rt« 


BIRTHS 


Live  births  numbered  54V,  The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  was 
17o3si  Details  such  as  age  and  sex  distribution  affect  local  birth  rates 
and  invalidate  comparison  with  the  rates  of  other  populations.  To  overcome 
this  a c nparability  factor  has  boon  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
wliich,  when  applied  to  the  crude  death  rate,  gives  a figure  which  nay  be 
used  for  purposes  of  comparison.  For  1961  tho  factor  given  was  1,000 
and  tho  crude  and  standardised  birth  rates  wore  therefore  Identical, 

Nineteen  births  wore  registered  as  illegitimate,  Tho  percentage  of 
illagitimate  to  legitimate  births  was  3.5*  This  figure  is  slightly 
lower  than  that  for  last  year.  The  curresponding  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  was  5*9 

Still  births  numbered  6,  giving  a rate  of  10,9  per  1,000  live  and 
still  births  compared  with  the  rate  of  13.6  for  the  County  r.if  Surrey, 

DEATHS 


Deaths  assigned  to  the  area  numbered  301  representing  a crude  death 
rate  of  9,5  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  total  comprised 
152  males  and  149  females,  and  was  38  more  than  in  1960, 

A comparability  factor  (1,05)  has  been  provided  by  the  Registrar 
General  which  nay  be  applied  to  the  crude  death  rate  for  use  in  comparing 
tho  local  death  rate  with  those  of  other  areas.  The  factor  makes 
allowance  for  the  differing  age  and  sex  distribution  r.tf  local  populations# 
Applica.tion  of  the  factor  to  tho  local  rate  increased  it  from  9*5  to  10,0, 
Tho  rate  for  England  a.nd  Wales  was  12,0. 

Approximately  59%  of  tho  deaths  took  place  in  hospitals. 

Causes  of  Deaths 


The  causes  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  are  classified  in  Table 
III,  Of  the  total,  diseases  of  tho  heart  and  vascular  system  (categories 
17--21)  caused  149  deaths,  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (categories 
23-25)  32  deaths.  Malignant  diseases  (categories  10-14)  62  deaths,  of 
which  10  cases  the  primary  growth  was  situated  in  the  lung. 
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Deaths  fron  Road  Accidents 

Six  residents  died  as  a result  ef  injuries  received  in  road 
accidents  in  ^^rhich  notor  vehicles  were  involved,  conpared  with  four 
in  1960c 

Five  accidents  occurred  locallyo  Those  killed  included  a boy  cf 
nine  years  riding  a child’s  trolley,  an  elderly  pededstrian,  two 
occupants  of  notor  cars,  and  two  motor  cyclists. 

Deaths  due  to  other  accidents 

Thee©,. numbered  eleven  and  included  2 deaths  caused  by  complications 
which  followed  falls  of  elderly  persons s one  caused  by  the  fall  of  an 
infant  fron  its  stool,  one  by  the  drowning  of  a young  child  in  a vrater 
tank,  one  by  burns  received  from  an  electric  warning  pad,  one  by 
accidonbal  drowning  in  the  sea,  one  by  accidental  cral  gas  poisoning, 
and  one  by  a fall  fron  a train. 

Suicide 

Four  deaths  certified  as  having  been  caused  by  suicide.  In  two 
cases  death  was  due  to  carbon  monoxide  poisoning  fron  the  domestic  gas 
supply,  one  to  barbitone  poisoning,  and  r-ne  to  a fall  from  a height, 

IWI^M  MORT/dLITY 

Deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  numbered  eleven  and  the 
infant  mortality  rate  was  20,1.  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  21,4, 

In  Table  the  infant  mortality  rates  fren  1931  are  set  out. 

These  figures  demonstrate  the  fall  which  has  uccurred  in  both  rates. 

Of.  the  causes  of  deaths  in  the  year  under  review,  four  were 
due  to  prematurity,  throe  to  congenital  defects,  two  to  difficult 
deliveries,  one  to  a fall  fron  a stool,  and  one  to  septicaemia. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  was  no  death  attributable  to  maternal  causes.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  ABEA 


HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 


The  Horley  and  District  Ccttage  Hospital  is  the  only  hospital 
situated  in  the  district*  It  has  a bod  complement  of  16  and  is  staffed 
by  the  local  general  practitioners  with  a panel  of  consultants  whose 
services  can  be  called  upon  if  necessary. 

The  Dorking  General  Hospital  and  the  Rodhill  County  Hospital, 
together  with  its  branch  at  Smallficlds,  provide  accommodation  for 
medical,  surgical  and  maternity  cases,  and  it  is  to  these  that  the 
majority  of  patients  requiring  in- treatment  are  admitted*  Residents 
of  the  Parish  of  Headley,  are  usually  accommodated  in  hospitals  in 
Leathorhead  and  Epsom, 

A patient  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  and  requiring 
treatment  in  hospital  may  be  admitted  to  one  of  a number  of  hospitals, 
depending  on  the  accommodation  available  at  the  time.  During  the  year 
cases  were  admitted  to  Bletchingley  Hospital,  Queen  Mary's  Hospital, 
Garshalton,  and  to  the  Western  Fever  Hospital,  Fulham, 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


Laboratories  available  to  medical  practitioners  are  provided  at 
the  East  Surrey  Hospital,  the  Redhill  County  Hospital,  the  Dorking  General 
Hospital  and  St*  Luke's  Hospital,  Guildford,  Examination  of  specimens  in 
connecti.on  with  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  can  be 
referred  to  either  of  t^fIO  Public  Health  Laboratcrios  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council,  one  situated  at  West  Hill  House,  Epsom  and  the  other  at  St,  Luke's 
Hospital,  Guildford,  These  laboratories  also  undertake  bacteriological 
examinations  of  samples  of  water  supplies,  milk  and  food,  including  ice- 
cream, and  biological  examinations  for  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  public  ambulance  service  is  under  the  ci  ntrtG  of  the  Surrey 
County  Council,  who  have  given  the  following  informatii.n  regarding  tlie  use 
of  the  service 

The  main  ambulance  station  f^^r  the  area  is  at  Pendleton  Road, 

Redhill,  (telephone  number  Reigate  4835) 

In  accidents  in  the  home  or  elsewhere  or  in  any  sudden  illness  in 
the  streets  or  public  places,  any  responsible  person  may  call  the  ambulance 
to  remove  the  patient  (if  by  telephone,  use  the  local  Emergency  Calling 
System),  Normal  maternity  cases  will  be  removed  if  the  applicant  can  give 
evidence  that  a maternity  bed  has  been  booked*  Maternity  cases  with 
serious  complications,  or  where  birth  is  imminent,  are  not  normally  removed 
without  the  authority  of  a doctor  or  certified  midwife,  who  shculd  travel 
with  the  patient  in  the  ambulance. 

The  removal  of  other  cases  of  illness  or  accidents  are  arranged  by 
the  hospital  concerned  or  by  the  medical  practitioner  in  charge  of  the 
patient.  For  private  removals,  a written  request,  accompanied  by  a 
doctor's  certificate,  eHould  be  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officob  for  his 
consideration.  Provided  that  these  requirements  are  fulfilled,  no  charge 
will  be. made  to  users.  There,  is  a scheme  for  the.  early  orection.of  a sub- 
station in  the  vicinity  of  Gatwiek  Airport,

The  provision  of  services  relating  t'.  the  care  of  mothers  and 
young  children^  nid^d.fery,  health  visiting,  hone  nursing,  imunisation  and 
vaccination,  ambulance  and  domestic  help,  is  the  respcnsiblity  of  the  Surrey 
County  Council  as  l<jcal  health  authority.

There  is  a product  of  an  early  inprovenent  in  these  circunstanccs  by 
the  erection  of  a new  clinic  in  Victrria  Road, 


NATIOM/X  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  and  1951 

Section  47  of  tho  Act  1948  gave  po-wer  to  local  authorities  to 
take  steps  to  deal  with  persr ns  suffering  fron  chronic  illness  or 
i.nfirnity  who  for  me  reason  or  another  are  not  receiving  proper  care 
and  attention,  and  who  are  unable  to  nanage  for  themselves.  As  night 
be  oxiDOcted,  the  majority  of  these  old  people  who,  in  addition  to 
physical  illness,  have  some  loss  of  nontal  pr.wer  sufficient  to  curtail 
their  reasoning  powers,  but  not  serious  enough  to  require  their 
admission  to  hospitals  for  mental  illness. 

Under  tho  1948  Act,  power  was  given  to  the  local  authority  to 
apply  to  tho  Magistrates'  Court  for  an  Order  to  i.btain  tho  reouval, 
for  a period  not  exceeding  three  months,  of  a person  found  in  such 
conditions.  As  tho  result  of  experience,  it  was  found  that  tho  tine 
taken  to  comply  with  tho  legal  requirements  of  tho  Act  in  obtaining 
an  Order  for  removal  was  so  long  that  the  practical  value  r.f  the  powers 
given  by  the  Act  to  local  authorities  was  curtailed.  An  amending  Act, 
which  came  into  fmeo  in  1951,  enabled  authcritics  to  adopt  a more 
expeditious  procedure  in  cases  requiring  urgent  attention. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  section  during  the  year,  though 
investigation  was  called  for  in  several  cases. 
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SAIJITARY  CIRGMST.IITCES  IN  THE  /^REA 
WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  East  Surrey  Water  Company  provides  piped  water  supplies  to 
ten  of  the  twelve  parishes  of  the  rural  district,  namely,  Betchwcrth, 
Buckland,  Charlwood,  Headley,  Hurley,  Newdigate,  Leigh,  Holnv:cfd,  Gapel 
and  Ockley.  It  also  supplies  the  Ranmore  area  of  V/f.tton, 

The  supply  to  the  parishes  of  Holmv/ood,  Gapel  and  Ockley  is 
derived  from  the  series  of  wells  sunk  into  the  Folkestone  beds  on  the 
western  outskirts  of  Dorking*  This  water  is  chlorinated  but  not  softened 
before  distribution* 

The  supply  to  the  remainder  of  the  area  is  obtained,  to  a great 
extent,  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  of  the  North  Downs,  and  is  softened 
and  chlorinated  before  distribution*  Additional  supplies  are  available 
from  bore  holes  £n  the  greensand  formations* 

The  Guildford,  Godalruing  and  District  Water  Board  sig^ply  piped 
water  to  the  parish  of  Abinger  and  to  the  greater  part  of  the  parish  of 
Wotton*  This  water  is  obtained  from  deep  bere  holes  in  the  greensand  in 
Guildford  Rural  District  * 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  qualities  r.f  the  water  supplies 
of  both  undertakings  have  remained  conistently  sa;Jdsfactory  and  of  a high 
standard  of  purity  during  the  year* 

Extension  of  Piped  Water  Suipolies 

The  Rural  District  is  fortunate  in  having  a widespread  distribution 
of  piped  water  supplies  to  the  various  parishes*  There  are  still  a few 
areas,  however,  to  which  the  mains  have  not  been  extended,  and  where 
water  is  obtained  from  wells  and  springs.  They  are  located  mainly  in 
the  more  isolated  parts  of  the  parishes  uf  Abinger,  Holmwoi  d and  Wotton, 
Thougli  some  of  those  supplies  are  known  to  bo  unreliable,  it  has  not 
so  far  been  possible  for  an  alternative  supply  to  bo  provided. 

Water  shortage  again  made  itself  evident  in  1961  in  the  Pcrrylands 
area  of  the  parish  of  Horloy  whore  a few  householders  are  dependent  on 
wells o The  G.ouncil  have  given  consideration  to  the  question,  but  in  view 
of  the  general  planning  policy  which  restricts  • the  ccnstructicn  of  now 
houses  in  this  vicinity,  it  is  doubtfoil  whether  the  Council  can  sponsor  a 
scheme  (if  water  main  extension  in  this  area* 

A request  was  received  in  I960  for  a contribution  tc^^/ards  the 
extension  of  the  water  main  in  Woaro  Street,  Ockley  ti^  servo  two  d^^^ollings 
was  settled  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  Council  agreeing  to  make  a 
contribution  of  £133*  6,  8d*

PrainaKe  and  Sewerage 

Brief!|.y  the  sewerage  system  which  exists  in/seiron  of  the 'twelve 
parishes  are  as  follows J~ 

Abinger  The  sewering  of  the  hamlet  of  Forest  Green  in  the  parish 
of  Abinger  was  completed  in  I960  and  the  new  sewage  disposal  plant 
brought  into  operation*  This  disposal  plant  coKdists.of  a battling 
chamber,  filters  and  sludge  beds,  and  has  been  designed  to  deal  with 
an  estimated  population  of  1,959* 

Betchworth  A proportion  of  the  parish  has  been  sewered  by  a 
gravitiitional  system  discharging  to  a pumping  station  in  the  Wonham 
Lane,  whence  the  sewage  is  lifted  to  the  sewer  of  the  Dorking  Urban 
District  Council  for  treatment  by  that  authority*  Apart  from  the 
development  of  a new  housing  estate  at  Stroed  Green  there  has  been 
no  major  change  in  the  sewerage  of  the  parish, 

Bucl-cland  Folloi^ing  reports  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the 
sewage  disposal  arrangements  at  Tranquil  Dale,  Buckland,  an  enquiry 
v;as  made  ' f the  Dorking  Urban  District  Council  whether,  subject  to 
formal  agreement,  that  authority  was  in  position  to  receive  and 
treat  any  further  sewage  at  their  Pixham  Lane  V/prks,  By  December 
1958  it  appeared  likely  that  a satisfactory  arrangement  would  be 
possible*  The  question  of  laying  a now  sower  from  Tranquil  Dale  to 
Betchworth  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £8,000  was  therefore  brought  into 
the  priority  scheme  but,  unfortunately,  no  progress  was  made  in  I96I* 

CAPEL  The  parish  of  Capel  has  a small  system  of  sewerage  serving 
the  built-up  area  of  the  village  and  Bearo  Green*  The  sowers  discharge 
gravitationally  to  a treatment  plant  comprising  settlement  tanks, 
puriping  plant  and  four  filter  bods*  Some  propertion  of  the  sewage 
after  settlement  is  treated  by  broad  irrigation. 
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Dyaj.nage  and  Soworage  (Con.td>) 
Capol 


I'/hite  Hart  Estate  and  the  Misbrock  Green  areas,  and  the  new  Council 
estate  at  Bennetts  Wood, 

Charlwood  A ci.oprehonsive  systen  serves  the  entire  village  and 
discharges  via  two  pumping  stations  to  the  Horley  Sewage  Vjorks,  This 
work  was  conpleted  in  1957  at  an  appraxinate  cc  of  £130,000, 

Holnwood  The  condition  of  the  Holnwood  Sewage  disposal  Works  and 
the  necessity  for  a nnw  Disposal  Works  at  Broad  Lane,  Mewdigate,  was 
outlined  in  full  in  ny  Report  for  1959  but,  here  again,  little  progress 
was  possible  during  1961.  The  question  of  adequate  sewage  disposal 
for  the  Holnwood  area  is  now  one  of  urgent  priority  since  the  existing 
works  at  Holnwood  have  proved  to  be  conpletely  incapable  of  dealing  with 
the  flow.  Moreover  the  provision  of  nuch  needed  houses  at  Beare  Green 
depends  upon  the  provision  of  satisfactory  drainage  disposal  arrangenents, 

Hof ley  The  parish  of  Horley  is  served  by  a conprehensive  schene 

of  sewerage  discharging  to  a treatment  plant  in  Lee  Street,  Horley, 

The  systen  is  a separate  one  and  deals  with  foul  drainage  only  as 
distinct  fron  a conbined  systen  which  caters  for  both  foul  and  surface 
water  seu^ra-ge  in  the  sane  pipe. 

The  treatment  plant  consists  of  automatic  electric  pumps, 
settling  tanks,  rotary  sprinkler,  hunus  tank  ana  sludge-drying  beds 
and  vas  designed  to  deal  with  a dry  weather  floii  of  370,000  gallons 
per  day.  Since  1950  there  have  been  extensions  of  the  sewers  to 
serve  propertied  in  Meath  Green  Lane,  and  in  Snallfield  Road,  In 
addition,  many  lengths  of  new  sewers  have  been  provided  in  connection 
with  the  developnent  of  new  estates. 

In  addition  to  the  residential  developnent  in  Horley  and 
the  increasing  volume  of  sewage  received  fron  Charlwood,  extra  demands 
on  the  capacity  of  the  works  have  been  made  as  the  result  of  the 
exiDansion  of  the  industrial  area  at  Salfords,  and  by  the  re censtr action 
of  Gatwick  Airport,  The  works  now  receive  average  dry  -weather  flow 
of  over  800,000  gallons,  which  is  tvdeo  the  amount  for  which  -thpy  were 
designed.  Plans  for  the  enlargement  r,f  the  Horley  Sewage  Works  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £146,460  were  put  into  operation  in  August  I960,  The 
wi;rk  was  put  in  hand  towards  the  end  of  I960  and  continued  tlnroughcut  1961, 

Ocldley  The  parish  of  Ockley  is  served  by  two  snail  disposal  works 
consisting  of  screening  chambers,  settling  tanks,  filters,  sy[Hicning 
chambers  and  humus  tanks  which  have  functioned  satisfactorily. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  generally 

There  are  several  areas  in  the  rural  district  whore  snail 
schenos  of  main  drainage  are  not  only  an  urgent  necessity  so  far  as 
public  health  is  concerned,  but  are  also  much  needed  to  effect 
economies  in  the  cesspr;ol  emptying  service  scheme.  Some  areas  are 
Wealdview  Ci-ttages  in  the  parish  of  Capel,  and  the  Luwfield  Heath  area 
in  the  parish  uf  Charlwood,  These  are  relatively  small  schemes  which 
couldbe  implemented  without  further  delay,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they 
can  receive  the  necessary  attention  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  increasingly  evident  that  in  the  parish  of  Horley 
considerable  water  infiltration  is  taking  place  into  the  existing  sowers, 
and  in  1961  the  Council  decided  that  extensive  investigatic.ns  should 
bo  made  into  this  problem  in  Son'll  field  Road,  An  analysis  of  the  results 
of  tills  survey  showed  that  of  a total  r.f  150  i nsperti  on  ahnnboi'S,  90

vrero  5.n  Buoh  a position  that  the  level  of  the  cc-'/er  was  below  flood 
level#  In  46  cases  the  manholes  were  defective  either  in  constructicn 
or  in  ci.nditicn,  and  in  61  cases  the  manholes  were  both  defective  and 
below  flood  level.  Of  82  gulleys  e^camined,  51  were  found  to  be  defective, 
and  8 rain“Wator  pipes  discharged  to  gulleys  connected  with  the  foul 
drainage  system,  A smche  tost  has  been  applied  to  ICC  separate  lengths 
ofujiderground  drainage,  totalling  some  1 mile  altogether,  and  of  these 
18  were  found  to  be  so  defective  as  to  admit  sub-soil  v/atero 

The  defects  which  the  Survey  had  disclosed,  and  which 
contributed  to  the  general  drainage  difficulties  in  this  locality, 
appeared  to  be  divisible  into  two  categr  rioSo  The  ihest  included  those 
dwellings  where,  although  existing  drainage  facilities  were  souid,  the 
inspection  chambers  x-jeve  below  flood  level,  thereby  admitting  surface 
water  under  flood  conditions.  The  second  included  those/  properties 
vhere  the  existing  drainage  system  was  defective  in  other  respects, 
for  example  in  the  form  of  leaking  pipes,  defective  rendering,  or 
perished  brickwurk  in  manholes. 

As  a result  of  this  survey  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  were  authorised  to  servo  all  the  necessary 
Notices  to  secure  that  the  defective  drainage  should  be  put  in  order 
and,  further,  that  in  the  oiraers*  default  the  Council  themselves  should 
carry  out  the  work  and  recover  the  cost, 

A similar  situation  was  found  to  exist  in  the  Balcombe  Road  area 
of  the  parish  of  H or ley  but,  in  this  instance,  the  main  sewer  was  found 
to  bo  defective®  The  Council  therefore  invited  tenders  for  the 
reconstruction  of  the  public  sqxiqt  in  the  Balcombe  Road  and  Victoria 
Road,  Her  ley,  as  a result  of  which  a tender  in  the  sui:i  of  £19,458  was 
accepted  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Goverment® 

This  work  was  in  hand  o.t  the  end  of  the  year. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

In  January  1961,  the  Council  adopted  the  following  statement 
as  indicating  the  terms  under  which  it  had  resolved  to  provide  a 
service  of  cesspool  emptyings- 

”By  virtue  of  the  powers  thereby  ens.bling  them  under  Section  72 
(1)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  do  undertake  the 
performance  of  a cesspool  cleansing  service  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  rural  district  in  accordance  with  the  following  terms 

( Q- ) Basis  of  Service 

The  Council  undertake  on  lar'itten  request  to  carry  out;- 

(i)  six  emptyings  per  annum  in  the  cases  of  cesspools  having 
a capacity  of  2,000  gallons  or  more  5 and 

(ii)  the  removal  or  up  to  a masoimum  of  12,000  gallons  per  annum 
in  the  cases  of  cesspools  having  a capacity  of  loss  than  2,000 
gallons® 

(b)  Applications  for  Services 

In  accordance  xmth  the  pr revisions  of  Section  282  of  the  Public  Health 
Act, 1936,  all  applications  for  this  service  shall  be  made  in  xrritlng  to 
the  Council,

filtration.  However,  the  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  leaves  mch 
to  be  desired  and  the  provision  of  special  facilities  at  new  sev/age 
disposal  works  is  still  waited.  There  is  little  doubt  that  at  an 
early  date  the  Council  will  need  to  give  serious  consideration 
to  the  disposal  of  cesspool  c<  ntents  as  the  condition  of  the  crude 
tips  cannot  be  ignored  nuch  longer.

Withdrawal  uf  Cesspool  enptving  Service 

/xTising  out  of  consideration  of  the  increase  in  the  amount  of 
cesspool  emptying,  the  Council  gave  consideration  to  the  withdra^^ra.l 
of  the  cesspool  emptying  service  in  respect  of  those  premises  which 
are  situated  within  100  ft  uf  a public  sewer  but  which  are  provided  with 
cesspools.  The  Council  therefore  resolved  that,  as  from  the  1st  July 
’62  the  cesspool  emptying  serv3.ce  should  be  withdrawn  from  19  promises 
in  the  Forest  Green  area. 
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Pail  Closets 


Tho  schono  for  the  cleansing  of  pail  closets  was  continued 
with  beneficial  results. 

By  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  arc  en^jowered 
in  cases  whore  a power  and  sufficient  water  supply'’  is  available,  to 
contribute  up  to  iDno-half  of  the  cost  of  converting  pail  closets  to  ^/ater 
closets*  During  the  year  six  conversions  were  approved-, 

In  addition  similar  conversions  took  place  at  the  Council-ox-med 
Cottages  Nos*  1-6,  Grcenbank  Cottages,  Forest  Green* 

Refuse  Collection  and  Dxsnosat 

Tho  disposal  of  ;;:ofuse  is  eit,  er  by  tipping  in  a controlled  pit 
operated  by  Dorking  Urban  District  Council  or  by  incineration  in  tho 
destructor  of  ho  Ruigate  Corporation* 

In  my  report  for  I960  I recorded  the  fact  that  owing  to  refuse  disposal 
difficulties  in  metropolitan  Surrey,  arrangements  were  being  nade  for 
domestic  refuse  from  tho  Borough  of  Mitcham  and  of  Sutton  &.  Cheam  to 
b©  disposed  of  by  cuntrollcd  tipping  in  disused  sandpits  in  the  Parish 
of  Bucklando  Tipping  commenced  in  September,  and  continued  throughout 
1961* 


Tho  general  operation  of  the  tip  has  proceeded  satisfactorily.  Tho 
hazards  inherent  disposing  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  such  as 
infestation  by  rats,  mice,  flies  or  crickets,  tip-fires  - either  due  to 
spontaneous  cOabTistion  or  disposalv of -burning  refuse,  and  nuisance  from 
dust  or  waste  paper  being  blown  about  in  high  winds  nave  been  successfully 
contri-lled* 

SWIIdMING  POOLS 

There  are  two  open  air  swiimning  pools  in  the  rural  district  open  to 
the  public.  Both  were  inspected  during  tho  year,  and  samples  of  water 
taken  for  examinati'.n*,  Tho  results  wore  satisfactory.

By  airangomont  with  the  Redhill  Hospital  Management  Committee  . 
Mortuary  and  post-mortem  room  at  the  Redhill  County  Hospital  is  used  as 
required*  Fi  i^oon  bodies  were  removed  for  examination  on  the  instructions 
of  H.M*  Coroner  from  premises  in  the  parishes  of  Horley  and  CHarlwood. 

These  included  three  bodies  from  Gatwick  Airport,  of  which  two  were  of 
travellers  who  died  from  natural  causes,  and  one  of  a suicide  committed 
on  the  premises. 

For  the  other  parishes  tho  mortuary  facilities  provided  by  the 
Leatherhead  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Epsom  and  Ewell  Borough  Council 
were  used,  iwenty  one  bodies  wore  removed  in  1961,  fourteen  to  Leatherhead 
and  seven  to  Epsom* 


The  scheme  for  tho  construction  bf  a now  mortuary  at  the  Epson 
District  Hospital,  large  enough  to  servo  tho  needs  of  tho  hospital 
and  of  several  neighbouring  local  authorities,  is  still  under  consideration.

ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD 


The  Surrey  County  Council  administer  the  sections  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1958,  dealing  with  the  adulteration  cf  food*  I am 
indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  information 
that  a total  of  87  samples  were  taken  in  this  district  and  submitted 
for  analysis  in  1961*  Of  those  72  were  of  milk,  2 of  sausages  and 
the  remainder  of  miscellaneous  articles  of  foodstuffs.  One  sample 
of  milk  was  found  to  be  below  standard. 

Information  was  also  given  that  within  that  part  of  the  County 
in  which  the  County  Council  acts  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  a total 
of  972  samples  were  taken  for  analysis,  including  710  of  milk. 

Fifty  one  samples  wore  found  to  bo  adul.terated  or  irregular,  19  of  these 
being  of  milk. 
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PREVENTION  OF,  AND  CONTR.OL  OVER.,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


Included  in  Table  I are  the  incidence  and  death  rates  of  various 
infectious  diseases.  These  are  expresssed  per  1^000  pcpiuLaticn  with  the 
excejDtion  of  the  rate  for  puerperal  pyrexia  which  is  estimated  per  1,000 
live  and  still  births.  Figures  for  I960  are  reproduced  for  purposes 
of  comparisons 


Table  IV  shox>;s  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
during  1961,  classified  according  to  age  and  sex.  Table  V shows  the

SliALLPOI 


Vaccination  Against  Smallpox 

Notifications  were  received  from  medical  practitioners  of  323 
primary  vaccinations  and  183  re-vaccinations  which  had  been  performed 
by  them*  Of  the  primary  vaccination  228  related  to  children  under  the 
ago  of  one  year,  equivalent  to  41%  of  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  district  during  the  year.  The  comparable  figure  for  I960  was 
49% 


SCARLET  FEI^R 

Eleven,  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  th  eyar,  compared 
with  28  in  the  previous  year.  Two  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital, 
either  for  treatment  or  because  of  poor  facilities  for  isolation  at 
iiom,  Gencrall|i  the  associated  illness  was  mild©  The  tendency  for 
a speedier  return  to  school  and  the  non-exclusion  of  family  contacts 
has  provided  obvious  advantages  without  any  detrimental  effects. 

DIPHTHERIA 

For  the  thirteenth  year  in  succesion  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified  in  the  Rural  District*, 

Reference  to  Table  VI  indicates  the  decline  which  has  taken  place  in 
the  incidence  of  this  disease, 

Imm-unisation  against  Diphtheria 

Children  should  bo  given  primary  treatment  in  the  first  year  cf 
life  with  reinforcing  treatment  every  3 to  4 years  up  to  the  end  of 
school  days.  It  is  not  claimed,  even  with  such  treatment,  that  absolute 
immunisation  will  be  attained  by  every  cliild,  but  there  is  clear  evidence 
that  the  risk  of  an  untreated  child  contracting  diphtheria  is  four  times 
as  great  as  that  of  an  immunised  child,  and  that  the  risk  of  death  is 
nearly  thirty  times  as  groate 

Treatment  can  be  obtained  from  general  practitioners  under  the 
terms  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  or  from  clinics  arranged 
by  the  local  health  authority,  these  being  held  at  regular  intervals 
at  all  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  serving  the  district,  of  which  details 
are  set  out  on  pages  9 and  10,  These  arrangements  are  intended  primarily 
forinfants  and  others  under  school  age.  Clinics  in  schools  are  arranged 
asrequired  by  the  Divisioml  Modioal  Officer  for  pnpils  requiring 
treatment. 


Tnntmisation  against  Diphtlioria  (Contda) 

Notifications  wero  recoivod  from  medical  practitioners  and  clinics 
that  546  children  had  received  primary  treatment  and  612  reinforcing 
trea;^ent*  The  following  figures  show  how  the  facilities  for  treatment

VJHOOPING  COUGH 

Forty-one  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  compared  with 
59  in  the  previous  year*.  The  incidence  rate  was  1»87  per  1,000 
population* 

Imunisation  against  Whooning  Cough 

Notifications  wore  received  from  medical  practitioners  and  clinics 
that  465  children  had  received  treatment.  In  437  the  primhry  treatment 
was  combined  with  diphtheria  immunisation,  and  in  443  cf  these  immunisation 
against  tetanus  was  also  included, 

I4EASLES 

Five  hundred  and  thirtyfour  cases  of  measles  were  notified 
during  the  year  compared  with  18  in  1960*  This  large  outbreak 
falls  into  the  pattern  of  biennial  outbreaks  which  is  a feature  of 
this  disease,  and  which  is  likely  to  continue  until  an  effective 
vaccine  is  produced*  Despite  the  large  number  affected  no  death 
from  the  disease  was  recorded* 

POLIOMYELITIS 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succossiom  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  was 
notified. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  against  poliomyolitis,  including  oral  vaccine,  is 
noy  available  for  any  person  wishing  to  be  treated.  The  age  limit  for 
the  priority  group  has  been  raised  to  forty  years.  Other  priority 
groups  include  expectant  mothers,  members  of  health,  hospital,  nursing 
and  ambulance  services  and  travellers  abroad,  if  proceeding  other  than 
to  Europe,  Canada  or  the  United  States  of  America.  Members  of  the 
priority  groups  can  apply  for  treatment  at  the  County  Council’s  Welfare 
Clinics,  or  from  their  own  doctor.  Persons  over  forty  years  of  ago 
id-shing  to  be  vaccinated,  and  not  a member  of  a priority  group,  should 
consult  their  own  doctor* 

Notifications  have  been  received  that  497  persons  under  18  years, 
and  630  over  18  years  of  age  were  vaccinated  for  the  first  time  during 
the  year,  and  that  2,829  worn  gi  ven  x'oi  nforo.i.ng  treatment. 
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FOOD  POISOFIMG 


Thirty  throG  casos  of  food  poisoning  woro  notified^  Twenty 
of  the  notifications  vrore  related  to  an  outbreak  caused  by  the 
contamination  of  a junket  in  the  coarse  of  its  preparation  by  crganirno 
of  the  Staphylococcus  aureus  group-o  The  persons  affected  v/ore  membcT-s 
of  a school  camp  organised  by  a London  School.* 

Twelve  cases  of  foc.d  poisoning  caused  by  Salmonella  organisms  of 
the  Tyrjhimuriam  group  wore  notified  in  residents  of  liorley*  The 
majority  occuired  in  the  months  c.f  Juno  and  Julyo  As  often  happens 
in  this  type  of  irifection  it  was  not  possible  to  tra,ce  the  origin 
with  cortaintyo 

DYSELITERY 

Six  notifications  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  received.  This  disease 
normally  extends  by  porsonnl  contact  and  if  it  is  introduced  into  a 
housoliclc  the  difficulties  of  limiting  its  spread  arc  very  great* 

Four  members  of  one  family  were  affected  in  this  series  of  cases* 


Immunisation  against  Tetanus 

Immunisation  against  tetanus  may  bo  given  separately  or  may  bo 
combined  with  the  agents  used  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and 
whooping  coughs,  It  can  be  obtained  from  the  f<arnily  doctor  or  from 
the  local  clinicft  During  the  year  509  children  wore  immunised  against 
tetanus  fijr  the  first  time  and  of  these  473  were  treated  simiultaneoucly 
against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough*

This  tost  does  not  provide  information  as  to  the  number  of  kinds  of 
bacteria  in  a given  sample,  but  it  does  afford  a measure  of  the  activity 
of  the  bacterial  content.  The  . majority  of  the  organisms  in  milk  are 
capable  of  affecting  certain  dyes,  notably  methylene  blue  and  therefore 
the  time  taken  to  reduce  or  decolour  methylene  blue  is  taken  as  an  index 
of  the  bacterial  content.

The  Council  agreed  to  make  a contribution  of  lO^per  meal  purchased  and  to 
a mileage  allowance  of  6d  per  mile,  in  addition  to  which  the  Council  purchased 
four  sots  of  equipment  for  keeping  the  meals  hot,  at  cost  of  £116,  8,  0d, 

Due  to  unavoidable  delay  the  scheme  was  not  brought  into  operation 
until  the  1st  January,  I96O0 

In  the  tvjelvo  months  ended  the  31st  December,  1961,  3,600  hot  meals 
were  supplied,  involving  a mileage  of  3,696,  Although  the  estrLmated  number 
of  meals  required  (-i.e,  100  per  week)  has  not  been  reached  there  is  little 
doubt  that  the  recipients  are  really  appreciative  of  this  service  and  great 
credit  is  due  to  those  la.dies  of  the  W,V,S,  who,  in  all  weathers,  have  striven 
to  maintain  the  supply  of  hot  meals  to  elderly  or  handicapped  porsonso

Smoke  Control  Areas 


The  Public  Health  Committee  considered,  in  1959;  the  establishment  of 
a smoko  cimtrol  area  for  part  of  the  parish  of  Her ley,  under  Section  11  (l) 
of  the  Glean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  althr  ugh  the  Committee  rocomraended  the  approval 
in  principle,  the  Council  was  reluctant  to  agree  to  this  stop  being  taken  at  the 
present  time,  /my  proposal  to  establish  control  over  the  dcncstic  hearth  is 
bound  to  rouse  conr.ient,  and  give  rise  tcj  controversy,  and  in  the  heat  of 
argument,  certain  basic  principles  tend  to  become  obscured.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  cheerful  though  an  open  fire  may  be,  it  is  dirty,  wasteful  of  heat  and 
allcvra  vitiating  products  of  incomplete  combustion  to  pollute  the  atmosphere. 

It  is  not  generally  realised  to  what  crippling  extent  the  discharge  of  smoko 
into  the  atmosphere  has  upon  the  health  of  the  individual  or  growing  substances. 
People  living  in  smoky  areas  suffer  more  from  bronchitis  and  chest  diseases  and 
their  resistance  is  generally  lowered  by  the  lack  of  sunlight  apart  from  which 
the  Natii,nal  bill  for  washing,  cleaning,  painting  and  repairs  duo  to  air  ^ i 
pollution  is  collosalo  Anything,  therefore,  which  can  bo  done  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  smoko  discharged  into,  the  atnosphero  must  benefit,  the  coronunity 
at  l.argc  in  the  long  rmi.

It  is  a matter  of  considerable  regret  that  although  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  C;.;ntrcl  of  Devclcpnont  Act,  I960  cane  into  operation  on  the  29th  August 
no  effective  control  has  yet  been  achieved  in  respect  of  the  Caravan  Site 
at  Coles  Lane,  Capel,  where  on  the  appointed  day  37  caravans  were  parked# 
These  caravans  are  situated  in  an  area  where  clay  was  formerly  excavated 
for  brick  making.  The  site,  therefore,  tends  to  be  waterlogged  in  winter 
and  lacks  the  majority  of  amenities  provided  on  licensed  sites#  One 
W,C,  and  one  bath  drain  into  tho-  snail  cesspool  which  serves  the  whole 
of  the  site,  alth  .ugh  a number  of  caravans  have  their  own  closet  facilities 
the  contents  cf  v;hich  arc  tipped  into  the  cesspool.  Despite  the  service  of 
enforcement  nctices  and  legal  action,  including  an  nee  in  the  High 

Court,  this  site  continues  to  operate  with  complete  disregard  of  tiio 
Council's  intention  to  close  the  site#  Although  "run"  down  procedures 
have  been  drawn  up  by  the  Council  and  accepted  by  the  site  owners, 
further  applications  fox-  planning  pi-jrnn  ssi«sn,  refusals  and  inevitable 
appeals  have  successfully  delayed  either  improvement  or  closure.  It  is 
only  to  be  hoped  that  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  these  cara.'^mns 
shall  bo  allov;ed  to  exist  on  this  site  will  bo  settled  once  and  for  all 
tine  at  tho  earliest  opportunity. 
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
